Bk he home economists of the Con- 
section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture say that there 
are several factors which influence 
the successful whipping of cream, 
such as age, temperature and rich- 
ness. Cream for whipping should 
contain about 30% butter-fat and 
rye be from 12 to 24 hours old.

Do not whip for too long a time, 
otherwise the fat globules may 
collect and form butter, Cream 
should at least double its bulk when 
whipped.

SKYWARD OVER TEXAS

When the French Line freighter 
Grandcamp put into. Texas City, 
on Galveston Bay, crew members 
began loading her with ammonium 
nitrate, badly needed for fertilizer 
in France. Nitrate is ordinarily 
stable, but may explode if exposed 
@ intense heat. A few days later 
a small fire was discoverea in the 
hold of the Grandcamp. In less 
than an hour the ship exploded and 
set off a chain of explosions. 


A City Devastated 


Within two hours the city was 
devastated. Continuing explosions 
collapsed buildings, sent chunks of 
masonry, steel and flaming timbers 
hurtling through the air. The Mon- 
“santo plant, adjacent to the docks, 
became a flaming oven of wreck- 
dge as its chemical supplies ignit- 
ed. Black smoke veiled the area. 
Beneath it seeped poisonous fumes 
released from the chmicals. 

The explosions continued. A 


second nitrate-filled ship exploded, 
causing new destruction, Observers 
likened the holocaust to a wartime 
bombing. Gen. Jonathan M. Wain- 
wright, hero of Bataan, in the city 
to proffer Army aid, said: “l have 


never seen a greater tragedy inal! 
my experience.” About 550 persons 
were killed; 3,000 were injured. 
Property damage was estimated at 
over $125,000,000. 

The fate of Texas City put other 


port cities on their guard against 
similar blasts. Huge stocks of am- 


munition containing ammonium ni- 
trate were left at the end of the 
war. These stocks are beng pro- 
cessed and reconverted for use as 
fertilizers. Explosive experts at- 
tending the mecting of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Socicty at Atlantic 
City last week pointed out that un- 
til the processing of the nitrates is 
completed, the danger of explosions 
will remain a real one.

All through the Old Testament 
rung the story of the conflict be- 
tween true worship and the wor- 
ship of idols -~ the moral and 
intelligent worship of the Supreme 
Being and the superstitious bowing 
to wood and stone. 

It was a boldly noble conception 
in which man dared to say that he 
was made in the image and likeness 
of God. «+ 

Wherever men had this concep- 
tion of God, no matter how dimly 
they perceived it, they were lifted 
toward something better, 

a * * 

Contrast this with the pagan and 
his grotesque and ugly objects of 
worship, 

But the people often turned from 
the God of their fathers to worship 
graven images and _ to‘ practice 
idolatrous rites. This is not true 
of a few. These were humble and 
lowly saints and the great prohpets. 
The Lord reminded Elijah in his 
mood of depression, following his 
great victory against the prophets 
of Baal, the sun god, that there 
were 7,000 who had not bowed the 
knee to Baal, 

Why were the people drawn to 
idolatry when their religious heri- 
tage ought to have kept them true? 
For precisely the same reason that 
people turn to false gods and false 
ways today—the line of least re- 
sistance, 

It was the way to indulgence and 


immoral allurement. The heathen 

rites had licentious and morally de- 

gtading aspects, 
* * * 

What does all this mean in terms 
of today? The idols and images 
are different, but the allurements 
and the moral degradations are the 


same. Every daily paper, as its: 


news columns reflect the moral, 
social, and religious life of our 
time, reveals how paganism is in 
our midst, 

And it is true, as it was of old, 
that sin seeks out individuals and 
peoples. False gods and false wor- 
ship can destroy us as surely as 
they destroyed of old, whless the 
good that is in us prevails over 
evil. 


Shield Baby Eyes 


Even when a baby is old enough 
for sunbaths, the eyes should be 
given special protection, say the 
health authorities. An infant should 
be shielded from direct rays of the 
sun until able to move about easily. 
Doctors suggest that the baby be 
placed with feet pointing away 
from. the sun, so that ¢yebrows and 
upper lids shield the eyes, It is 
also a good idea to line the hood 
of a baby carriage with some dull, 
preferably dark, material:

of the Borden Company, Ltd. 

French Roquefort is made from 
sheep's milk by g centuries-old for- 
mula, and is matured in natural 
caves. The Canadian problem was 
to develop a comparable formula 
utilizing cow's milk, and to dupll- 
cate by mechanical means the ma- 
turing conditions of the French 
caves. 

Into Mr. Labarge’s Ottawa office 
one day walked a Danish immi- 
grant, Andris Kolding, seeking a 
job. He was born near Copenhagen, 
and ig a trained cheesemaker, and 
was a voluntary refugee. 

Before long Kolding was on the 
Chateau payroll, engaged in labora- 
tory .research, New formulas 
were worked out, artificial “caves” 
were built, a brand new manufac- 
turing cycle evolved. The result 
was a new cheese with the proper- 
ties of French Roquefort and 
Danish Blue—it's a “blue” cheese. 
Trade-named “Blufort” it caught 
on at once.

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Iced Earthworms 
Shipped By Plane 
To Save Platypuses 


A duckbilled playtpus is a queer 
critter’ One of evolution’s left- 
overs, it is an otter-like animal, fur- 
bearing, with a tail like a beaver. It 
has teeth when it ts born and 
horny, bill-like plates when it 
grows tp. It hides within its four 
ankles a poison apparatus. And 
strangest of all, the female is egg- 
bearing. 

It lives in water part of the time 
and burrows in mud-the rest, feed- 
ing on aquatic insects in the first 
instance and on food such as earth- 
worms in the second, sys the Sault 
Daily Star. 

But if it is queer, it also is very 
valuable in zoological eyes. Its sole 
habitat is the rivers of Australia 
and Tasmania, and it is a very deli- 
cate creature which rarely survives 
captivity. New York's Bronx Zoo, 
for instance, has not had a platy- 
pus since 1922, when it managed to 
keep one alive for 49 days. 

* * = 


Se when word reached the zoo 
that three which the director of 
Australia’s Healesville Sanctuary 
for platypuses was bringing to the 
Bronx were running short of food 
as their ship neared the Panama 
Canal, it called for action. 

The action involved digging up 
10,000 earthworms—a platypus ap- 
parently gets sufficient calories for 
subsistence from 800 earthworms a 
day—from their cool haunt in the 
basement of the lion house at the 
zoo, and shipping them by air to 
meet the platypus-carryfng steamer. 

The earthworms, although they 
have nothing much to look forward 
to, are being very tenderly treated. 
They are packed in moss, and also 
iced, for am overheated earthworm 
mildews, according to zoo officials. 
And mildewed: worms will not do 
for precious platypuses.

With pussy willows popping, it 
is alrmos' time for that table deli- 
cacy, the dandelion green. Or don't 
eat dandelion greens any 
New York Sun. 
Pethans the cultivar: d palate yearns 
for more substantiol fare these 
days. Probably ovr modern hostel- 
ries do not include the dandelion 
on the bill of fare. But the world 
is the worse for it, for a lot of 
people aré losing out cn some good, 
cheap eating pleasure, 

To get the dandelion at its best, 
it is necessary to take to the fields 
long before the blossoms appear. 
The blossoms may bring joy to the 
poet, ‘but they ado nothing to the 
eating qualities of the weed. Loosen 
the earth around the root of the 
dandelion with a dull kitchen knife. 
Scrape a little of the earth off the 
white root and toss the dandelion 
in a tin pail. Preparation of dan- 
delions for the table requires no 
special qualifications. Dandelions 
are at their best boiled with pork 
rind and served with vinegar. The

BECOMES EFFECTIVE 
ON JULY 18ST 


Ontario's new highways legislation, 
under which every judgment aris- 
ing out of a motor accident must be 
satisfied, becomes effective July 1. 
Highways Mirtister George Doucett 
announced on May 19th in a speech 
prepared for delivery over the Ontar- 
jo network of the CBC, 
| Every judgment, whether for per- 

senal. injuries or property damage 

“If not paid by the resvonsible owner 
or driver, will be paid out of a spe- 
cial government fund tobe known as 
the unsatisfied judgment fund,” sand 
i Mr. Doucett. 

The lfmit imposed respecting pay- 
ments from the fund are $5,000 *~ 
injuries to one person, $10,000 for 
two or more persons and $1,000 for 
proverty damage relating to one ac- 
cident. 

“When the judgment is paid from 
the fund, the judgment debtor may 
thereafter neither own hor operate a 
motor vehicle until he has reimbursed 
the fund with interest and until he 
has filed proof of financial responsibil- 
itv. I should interject that this lat- 
ter proof ordinarily implies filing 
with the department either a certifi- 
eate of insurance or negotiable se- 
curities in the sum of $11,000, 

“Our new law applies to all judg- 
ments relating to the opergtion of 
‘motor vehicles within our provincial 
border. Our reciprocal arrangements 
with other provinces and more than: 
20 atates are effective and of the ut- 
most value in dealing with non-On- 
tario violators and delinquent debt- 
ors.” .

don, England. 

Freight trains were waitjng dock- 
side to rush the seed on the last 
Jap of its.5,000-mile express jour- 
ney from Minneapolis, Minn., to the 
flooded fenlands of Great Britain's 
East Coast. 

500 Tons Allotted 

“his is part of 500 tons spared 
from the meagre flax reserves of 
Canada and the United States in 
fesponse to _ Britain’s last-minute 
appeals, Seen was needed for late 
sowing in reclaimed areas to recoup 
depleted linseed, supplies, 

The February floods meant that 
60,000 acres could not be planted 
with important crops at the normal 
time. Flax can be planted in May 
and will ripen quickly. 


As the Queen Elizabeth rushed | 


the seed across the Atlantic, trac- 
tors working day and night exposed 
the soggy soil of the Fen district 
to fitful rays of the spring sun to 
dry it for flax planting. 

Priority Cargo 

The Queen Elizabeth’s cargo, 
which had priority over one of 
jewellery, furs, and other Iuxury 
goods, added to two consignments 
from Canada, is expected to yield 
nearly 500 tons of seed—sufficient 
to plant from 20,000 to 30,000 acres, 

Two varieties. of flax are grown 
as farm crops in Britain, One gives 
a poor yield of linseed and a good 
quality flax. The @ther gives poor 
flax but a good linseed yield. It is 
this latter type which the govern- 
ment has bought, 

Britain has been and still is short 
of linseed with which to make paint 
and other preservatives. This is one 
reason for the shabbiness of houses 
and public buildings, 

It is hoped to get much-needed 
foodstuffs for diminished stocks of 
home-bred cattle from crushed seed. 

With the extraction of pure oil, it 
also is planned to make paint to 
give Britons brighter houses. 
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Don't be alarmed—it’s just a fight scene rehearsal for the film, 
“Daybreak,” being made at Daventry, England.

These older birds are prepared 
as for roasting, but require a long, 
slow cooking using moist heat to 
soften and make tender the tough 
connective tissue. Chickens cooked 
in this manner will lose some of 
their juice and flavour, but it is 
regained when the broth is served 
as gravy with the meat. 

Fowl] is usually cut into serving 
pieces before stewing and then 
placed in a kettle, half-filled with 
lightly salted water. It should be 
simmered, covered, until the meat

Arrive In Britain 
To Start New. Life 


Half a gale wat blowing the 
tain ciouds eastward, and the at- 
spring darted in 
and out like a fencer’s sword, as 
80 women came ashere at Tilbury, 
on London River, to set foot for 
the first time on British soil, writes 
the London correspondent of The 
_— Science Monitor. 

- ¢ was no ceremony of 
greeting. Only a few officials met 
them, welcomed them, and guided 
them to their night’s resting place 
ao fashionable hotel, but a dor- 
mitory in a London County Coun- 
cil hostel. , 


So they came to England—80 
women without a country, 60 
women with memories they hope 
they can forget—80 displaced per- 
eons from the camps of Europe. 

They are the vauguard of 3,000_ 
who will come to thesd shores by 

* May &. And the 3,000 themselves 
are the vanguard of ay nh ex- 
pected this year. é 

Most of the 80 once were citi- 
zens of Baltic countries to which 
they cannot or dare not return. 
This oné ohce was a teacher in 
a village school, that one was ap 
architect, the other a concert 
singer. . 

Now they are to cook and sew 
and scrub floors and help prepare 
_ hostels for others. 


Seeking J obs 


*They are cqming to England to 
give their help to England during 
its time of difficulty in exchange 
for a job, a roof, a good wage and 
new hope. 

They decided to come to Eng- 
land after reading notices posted 
in displaced persons camps. These 
motices were very official, rather 
cold, and plainly honest. ‘ 

They set down Great Britain’s 
offer to vokinteers. The D.P.'s 
were told they would live in camps 
or hostels. They would have the 
game rations, the same wages, and 
the same hours of work as British 
workers, 

They also were told: “Workers 
will enter Great Britain for an 
initial period of 12 months, sub- 
ject to good behavior and to the 
specific condition that they wun- 
dertake only employment selected 
by the Ministry of Labor. 

Among the first 80 was Velta 
Maurins. She was rather sad. She 


had been married three days be- © 


fore te afiother displaced ~ preson. 
He was landed that same day. with 
#0 other men. at’ Hull, and she 


didn't khow when she would see * 


him again. 
Families Separated 


For they were all told that

Pilot From Flying 
Into Mountains

dents of this type developed a few 
months ago that grim jokes began 
te be made about mountains’ re- 
fusal to duck from the path of 
blind-flying airplanes, says the Sault 
Daily Star.

THE SELECTION OF SWINE 
BREEDING STOCK 


Progressive breeders are extremely 

careful in selecting their bieeding 
stock. They may have different meth- 
lods or different standards on which 
! they base their selection, but in the 
main they study the performance of 
the ancestors and the litter mates, as 
well as the individuality of the stock 
from which they pick their future 
boars and sows, states J. G. Stothart 
Division of Animal Husbandry, ‘Ex- 
perimental Farms Service. a 

’ Litter size is Important in pigs and 
it is especially important to watch 
| the female side of a line in selecting 
for litter size, as well as milking cap- 
acity and general mothering instincts. 
The latter are just as important as 
litter size, because if a sow farrows 
12 pigs and raises only 5 or weans 
runty pigs she cannot be compared 


with one that farrows 10 and yay 


10 healthy, uniform pigs. The point 
in watching the sow side of a family 
is due to the fact’that the boar has 
little immediate influence on litter 
size, that is, he does not genetically 
affect the number of pigs a sow far- 
rows but his influénce is shown in 
the litter size of his daughters—the 
females of a line. 

. Feed economy is important and 
there is little dowbt that there are 
good-doing strains and poor-doing 
strains, easy feeders and hard feed- 
ers, The problem is to watch and com- 
pare the amount of feed it takes to 

; put different litters off to market, 
and to save breeding stock from those 

| winteh use feed most efficiently— 

| those which require the least amount 
of feed to make 100 pounds gain. 

| Carcass quality is important and 
a breeder cannot expect to get leng- 
thy, meaty pigs from short, thick, 
fat parents. Grading results are of 
course the best measure available to 
the commercial breeder, but in select- 
ing. on the basis of grading results 
it should be rentembered that mini- 
mum standards are accepted. For ex- 
ample, a pig may grade “A” but still 
be on the short side, and with breed- 
ing stock it is desirable to have good 
length, not just minimum. The Ad- 
vanced Registry is an excellent meas- 
ure of breeding stock, but it should 
be kept in mind that the AR. scores 
a mating and it is best to have subse- 
quent breeding stock of the same 
mating that qualifics. If the latter i 


not available, however, it has been 


shown that stock from qualified an- 
imals is in general better than that 
with no record at all. 

In addition to these above import- 


ant considerations, the individuality 


of the animal to be saved for breed.
